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REMARKS/ ARGUMENTS

Upon entry of the foregoing amendment, claims 18-34 are pending in the application, 
with claims 18, 21, 24, 25, and 28 being the independent claims. Claims 1-17 are sought to be 
cancelled without prejudice or disclaimed. Cancelled claims 1-17 have been recast as new 

claims 1-17, respectively.

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which Applicant regards as 
the invention. Specifically, the claims are generally narrative and fail to conform with current 
U.S. practice. By this amendment, all pending claims have been amended to obviate this 
rejection. Applicant therefore requests that this rejection be withdrawn.
